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LREADY IT WAS four o'clock in the after- 
of noon on the first Sunday in August 1933, 
and although the crowd of more than 3,000 
that had knotted Onto the beach in Biloxi 


the first row of the makeshift bleachers was suddenly 
cupuicd and the Spectators swarmed in the man’s 
direction like wasps on melon rind.
